""f SAYS NO SESSION

In Absence of Gov McCrea-r- y,

E. McDermott Gives

Out Statement Oppos-

ing Plan To Convene
Legislature in Extra Ses-

sion and Giving Views

V of State Conditions.

Soys Time is Not Now
Opportune.

Frankfort, Ky . Mnrch 7. Politi-

cal complications now would great-

ly impair the progress and useful-ties- s

of a special session ol the Leg-

islature, is the opinion of Acting

Governor K. J. McDermott. When

asked what he thought of a special

session the Acting Governor said

that lie was ol the opinion that the

time was not opportune, and tbjtt

the cost of.a session would he too
heavy, considering the financial of

the State.
In an interview requested cf him

today regarding an extra session of

the Legislature and the financial

condition of the State, the Acting

Governor took occasion to defend

the last General Assembly, which he

says is being criticized now lor po
litical reasons. He said:

"I tried to help Governor Me

Creary in his effort to keep the ap-

portionments within reasonable
bounds, even when some of the
piiiuinent people and newspapers
ol the State were clamoring for ap-

portionments two or three times as
large t.s those litially passed Many

of those who wanted higher ap
portionments are now silent when
the Legiluture is being criti-

cized because it did appropriate
money for various purposes, then,
and still, very popular and loudly
advocated.

"That is what makes the position
of a member of the Legislature so
disagreeable to many good men and
why they shrank the service. The)
are urged and persuaded to be
progressive an'l lo give public moil
ey liberally for popular measures,
and, when their work is later criti
eized, the men who urged the gilt
arc silent. When the Legislature ad-

journed last year everylio ly ngretd
that the great majority ol the mem-

bers had hcen industrious, carclul
progressive and honest. Now, for
political reasons, their work is

criticized,"
"There is certainly need of economy

in State affairs. Some ol our pub
lie institutions arc costing ton
much, and they have too little re

straint. With a tax rate olfiOcts,
which has not been increased for

many years, with the assessment ol
the State's p,operty not higher than
formerly, in spite of the universal
rise of prices anil with increased ap
propriations and lor the farming
interests and other interests that
the people have been favoring, it is

plain that there must he an im-

provement in the method and rate
of assessment ol all our ptopcrty
and in the computation ol the needs

ol the State each unit mi ndvuuct
and in the niothods of starting and
exhibiting for the Legislator and
the people the rcsnuices and ex
penditurcH of each year.

"The Governor and the State
and some ol the ablest, most

unselfish men in the Commonwealth
muit carefully work out a belter
budget system lor the luture. The

present system of assessment is
wholly inefficient as t re

turns clearly show. The lact that
the total assessment ol the State's
property has lately fallen, while our
population has" increased and prices
have rapidly risen, makes the ab-

surdity ol the pncseiit nyatetu clear.

"I seems to me that this is not an
opportune time for an extra session.
It is either too late or too soon.
The cost of the session at this time
would be heavy. The Legislature
usually costs Irom $1,000 to $1,300
a day, ami the mileage is heavy.
We should not lightly spend that
money at present.

"A ilcliditc, sound financial sj
must he worked out carefully

before the Legislature is called to
act.

"There have been only four special
sessions of the Legislature in forty
years They are sometimes needed,
but only for grave reasons. Politi-
cal complications now would great-
ly impair the progress and useful-
ness of a special session. If sub-

sequent events should make such
a session seem necessary at later
date, I should frankly change my
opinion. I am now studying our
financial affairs to be able to form
a safer opinion, but it is not an
easy problem, nor is it to be quick re-

settled."

State Prepared to Fight
White Plague

FKANKFOKT, Ky., March 10.-- The

Kentucky Tuberculosis Commis-
sion is organized, ready for work,
said Secretary Kay Frenc today.

Tcrc is plentv of work to be
done. Kentucky stands either first
or second among the States in its
death rate from tuberculosis. One-seven- th

of the citizens die of this
disease, (1.1,082 in 1!08 00). The
acrage for the United States is
about one death in eleven.

"Tuberculosis is no longer a prob-
lem for the doctors. The profession
knows all the facts essential for
combatting the disease as it affects
individuals. It is now a problem
ol communities and a problem of
prevention 1 wo things arc now
necessary in fighting the disease.
One is that every person shall know
the simple facts about the cause,
cure and prevention of consumption.
I lie otlier is the stipiilv bv commun
ities of the necessary hospitals.
nurses and medical attention for
sufferers, in order not oulv to cure
the individual, but also to prevent
the spread of infection through
ignorance or preverseness.

The commission will undertake a
vigorous campaign through exhibit,
lectures and otherwise. Definite
information regarding local prob-
lems is asked and all possible as-

sistance will be given. ,

In response to this the opinion to-

day given the Auditor, which is

fourteen pages long, points out in

detail the parts of the ai.t which
might prove vulnerable should the
act be attacked on the grounds of

It says that it may reasonably

come under the head of "class legis- -

nation, as it divides tlie indigent,
disabled and poor citizens of the
Commonwealth into two sets, one
of which may receive attention and
the other may not.

Section .1 of the Dill ol Rights is

The opinion says the t institutions
of some Southern States that grant
pensions to Look-derat- e soldiers
niake provision lor such pensions,
anil the Constitutions"' in the other
States granting such pensions do
not contain the restrictions that are
in the Kentucky Constitution.
